After Mr. Edmunds 
had aired his wisdom and vigHance over 
a technicality, Governor Brown was 
sworn in and took his seat. He was es- 
corted to the desk by Mr. Hill, where he 
took the modified oath, His first re- 
corded vote was upon the proposition in 
the immediate deficiency bill to pay the 
United States marshals and their depu- 
ties $600,000 for services during the cur- 
rent fiscal year. Both of the Georgia 
senators voted “‘no,” and the proposition 
was rejected. 

Mr. Downey tried, on Thursday of last 
week, to amend the sundry civil bill so 
that the balance of the Geneva award 
fund should be expended in the erection 
of public buildings, including one at 
Augusta, to cost $100,000; but the chair 
ruled that his amendment was out of 
order. 

Senator Call repcrted last Friday the 
Mexican pension bill, stating that his 
committee were not unanimous in regard 
to it, and that amendments would be of- 
fered to it by other members of the com- 
mittee. 

Neither house was in session last Sat- 
urday. No Georgia bills wereintroduced 
under the call of Monday. The sundry 
civil appropriation bill was reported to 
the house, and votes were taken on several 
propositions. On the proposition to in- 
crease the appropriation for the coast 
survey to $300,000, Mr. Stephens voted 
“aye,” and Messrs. Blount, Cook, Felton 
Hammond, Nicholls, Smith and Speer 
voted “no.”’ The amendment was agreed 
to. Upon the proposition to strike out 
the appropriation of $100,000 to provide 
additional accommodation for the storage 
of coin, Messrs. Blount, Cook, Felton, 
Hammond, Nicholls, Persons, Smith, 
Speer and Stephens voted “aye.” It was 
carried. Upon the proposition to pay 
the sums appropriated by the pending 
bill in silver coin, all the Georgia mem- 
bers voted “aye,” except Mr. Stephens, 
who did not vote. It was agreed to. The 
amendment to pay the marshals and 
their general deputies, except for services 
of the latter rendered at elections, $650,- 
000, was agreed to, the vote being 85 to 
66. Messrs. Blount, Cook, Hammond, 
Persons and Smith voted “aye;’’ Mr. 
Nicholls voted “no;” Messrs. Félton, 
Speer and Stephens did not vote. The 
bill was then passed—yeas 111, nays 53. 
All the Georgia members voted for it ex- 
cept Mr. Stephens, who did not vote.
